His first employ ment was with 
the Erie Dry Goods Co. 
He left Erie in 1902 to g o to 
New Castle, where he fou nded 
the New Castle Dry Goods Co. 
He came to Salem in 1912 wiln 
an u ncle and fou nded the R. S. 
McCu lloch Co. The firm’s first

The stadiu m was fu ll for the 
match between Riv er Plate and 
Boca Ju niors, which ended in a 
scoreless tie. As the crowd be­ 
g an to leav e a jam dev eloped at 
Gate 12, becau se the one-way 
entrance tu rnstiles had not been 
remov ed there. Stadiu m offi­ 
cials said the fans were warned 
by lou dspeaker not to leav e by 
that g ate. 
The stampeding crowd swept 
away the tu rnstiles in their pan­ 
ic.

Gau llist candidates also.were 
in fav orable positions for the 
ru noff elections in 150 other dis­ 
tricts, indicating that the presi­ 


dent and Premier Georg es Pom­ 
pidou mig ht win a majority of 
more than 100 m the 487-seat as­ 
sembly . 
In the last assembly the Gau l- 
lists and their allies had a ma­ 
jority of only one.

Some 200 Ohio N a t i o n a l 
Gu ardsmen were told to report 
to the armory One - hu nored 
state hig hway patrolmen arm­ 
ed with shotg u ns and rifles were 
sent to the walled prison, hou s­ 
ing 2.750 inmates 
The only hostag e identified 
immediately was Georg e Jones, 
prison indu stries chief. 
A foreman, Harold Holt said 
Jones had been forced at knife­ 
point 
to accompany inmates 
from the prisrn y ard to a hid­ 
ing point deeper in the prison. 
There were u nconfirmed re­ 
ports sev eral 
prison 
hospital 
employ es and patients, inclu d­ 
ing a phy sician 
Dr. Richard 
Brooks, were trapped on the 
fou rth floor ot the prison hos­ 
pital. 
The hospital is on fire and 
“ we sent a squ ad of men into 
bring ou t any one in the hospi­ 
tal, said Mau ry Koblentz, state 
corrections chief. 
Koblentz said tnere had been

with

rioters. He said he had no 
knowledg e of any demands by 
the conv icts.

There’s a cou ple of fires inside 
the walls and a bu nch of people 
are milling arou nd,” said Co­ 
lu mbu s Safety Director Freder­ 
ick Simon. 
Simon said two prison g u ards 
were taken to a hospital, bu t

mig ht hav e su ffered heart at­ 
tacks. 
Armed g u ards ring ed the pris­ 
on in downtown Colu mbu s. City 
police were equ ipped with tear 
g as. 
Gov . James A. Rhodes and 
Koblentz we-e on the scene 
within minu tes. Rhodes emerg ­ 
ed later from the prison, bu t 
refu sed to comment as he drov e 
away . 
There were sev en or eig ht 
fires in v ariou s bu ilding s inside 
the prison. The power plant was 
believ ed knocked ou t. 
Koblentz said the first fire ap­ 
parently started in a print shop 
after 8 a.m. Thick, black smoke 
startling people ju st reporting 
to work.

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Highways Are Bargains 


We motorists frequ ently find ou rselves con­ 
demning ou r pu blic officials foor not bu ilding 
more highways faster and improving the older 
roads at a speedier pace. 
Bu t we fail to admit to ou rselves what is the 
big thing that prevents these accomplishments. 
Ou r highways are being bu ilt almost exclu ­ 
sively from road-u se taxes. These are taxes we 
pay for fu el, oil, gasoline and accessories 
The hu ge sales tax we pay on ou r new car* 
does not go into road-bu ilding or maintenance. 
BUT WE ALSO k eep reminding ou rselves 
that, in addition to paying for the roads, we 
also pay big prices for the vehicles we drive. 
Next to ou r hou ses, au tomobiles are the most 
expensive pu rchases we mak e. 
The average au tomobile is driven 100,000 
miles on its jou rney from the assembly line to 
the ju nk yard, requ iring abou t 7,000 gallons of 
gasoline 
As Ohio motorists, we pay seven cents a gal­ 
lon for state motor fu el taxes plu s fou r cents a 
gallon for federal fu el tax. 
According to a U.S. Bu reau of Pu blic Roads 
stu dy, the 10-year cost of bu ying and operating 
an au tmobile is $11,024. 
If this total cost were collected entirely at tha 
gasoline pu mp — that is, the cost of the car, 
gasoline, tires, repairs, park ing, taxes and ev­ 
erything else involved — gasoline wou ld cost 
$1,57 a gallon. 
Of that amou nt, state and federal taxes wou ld 
accou nt for 17 cents, and most of it wou ld go 
for highway constru ction, maintenance and ad­ 
ministration. 
In terms of cents per gallon, the remaining 
$1,40 wou ld inclu de 40 cents for depreciation, 25 
cents for repairs and maintenance of the car, 
another 25 cents for garaging, park ing and 
tolls, 21 cents for gasoline, 20 cents for insu r­ 
ance and smaller amou nts for tires, accessories 
and other costs. 
Bu t the $1.57 covers only the basic car with 
au tomatic transmission and radio. If we add 
power steering and power brak es, that’s anoth­ 
er two cents a gallon. For an additional two 
cents a gallon you can add delu xe wheel covers 
and vinyl top. 
Bu ck et seats cost a little over a penny a gal­ 
lon, and air contioning abou t 8.4 cents. White-

wall tires are reasnable - only a penny a gal­ 
lon. 


ANOTHER MONEY problem that Bu reau of 
Pu blic Roads officials say is overdu e for exami­ 
nation is the fnct that road u ser taxes are stru c­ 
tu red so they do not reflect inflation in the 
economy. 
Most road-u ser taxes, lik e gasoline, are taxed 
so mu ch a ¿allon. Au to license fees are a set 
figu re. 
On the other hand, the income taxes, the 
sales taxes and real estate taxes all au tomati­ 
cally follow price trends. Bu t the fact that high­ 
way revenu e is almost entirely derived from 
fixed u nits — the gallon and the vehicle — al­ 
most condemns highway revenu es to lag behind 
highway costs. 
In 1940, the weighted average of the state's 
gasoline tax rates was fou r cents per gallon. 
Today, it is 6% cents. Offhand, that sou nds lik e 
a oretty su bstantial increase, 62^ per cent 
Bu t the cost-of-living index is now 238 per cent 
of 1940 On the basis of its 1940 cost-of-living 
pu rchasing power, the 6% cents is now worth 
2 72 cents. 
Today it tak es the tax from 18 gallons of gas­ 
oline to bu y a bag of cement that cou ld be 
bou ght with the tax from 14 gallons in 1940. 
It tak es all of Ohio’s road-u ser taxes for 325 
au tomobiles for a whole year to bu y one medi- 
u m-size bu lldozer. 
The cost of steel u sed in highway bridges and 
lor reinforcing concrete has risen steeply th<t 
last 28 years. Labor rates for highway bu ilding 
have zoomed sk yward. Yet, the taxes which are 
u sed to bu ild and maintain these highways have 
risen relatively slowly. 


TO RIDE ON major toll roads the pu blic 
pays chargee that ru n abou t ltt cents a mile. 
At 15 miles to the gallon, this fee costs the au to 
owner and amou nt equ al to 22V4 cents a gallon 
of gasoline to u se the toll road. 
The au to owner pays it gladly, becau se ha 
k nows what he is paying, and what he is bu y­ 
ing, whether it be convenience or time saving, 
and considers it worth the price.

Expecting a passenger volu me of 230 million 
people a year by 1975, airline execu tives, air­ 
port managers and architects are already get­ 
ting headaches trying to figu re ou t how to han­ 
dle all of them. 
Ju st getting 500-some passengers on and off 
one of the new ju mbo jets will be problem 
enou gh, let alone arranging for all their bag­ 
gage to tu rn u p in different cities. 
One su ggestion that is being ru n throu gh th* 
fan jet to see if it smok es is to “ preload ’ pas­ 
sengers. This has nothing to do with liqu or, al­ 
thou gh that might help. 
The idea is to have passenger pallets that 
wou ’d move into an airplane with passengers 
already into their seats, thu s saving enplan­ 
ing and deplaning time. 
It’s coming to that. 


the inhabitants of the hippie mecca, San Fran­ 
cisco’s Haight-Ashbu ry district, say more and 
more of the Great Unwashed are finding the 
love bit somewhat of a drag and are becom­ 
ing increasingly militant.

They say love is their “thing” , yet they com­ 
pletely overlook the sacrificial side of love. 
Dr. Robert E. Fitch, teacher of Christian 
ethic« at the Pacific School of Religion, Ber- 
' k e'ey, Calif., has stu died the movement and 
sees hippies as “pecu liarly American” who 
wou ld find dropping ou t a mu ch more difficu lt 
and painfu l proposition in other parts. In the 
near east, which he k nows from travels, they 
wou ld lik ely starve to death in an Arab cou n- 
trv and end u p in a labor force in Israel. 
It is the very society the hippie revi’es that 
gives him the greatest freedom to go his way 
while still holding the door open to becoming 
a u sefu l citizen. 
Society may not agree with him, bu t it al­ 
lows him to k eep his beard and beads, to 
say what he think s abou t war and peace and 
to practice his free love, yet is prepared to 
accept him back into the fold shou ld be decide 
to drpp back in. 
He may not be willing to admit it, bu t the 
hippie is getting a good deal from society. 
He can explore the world as he’d lik e it to be, 
bu t can revert to it lik e it is. 
People: Shape Up Or Ship Out

NEW YORK (NEA) - As we u nderstand it, 
the argu ment against strong ^u n-control legis­ 
lation goes something lik e this: “ Gu ns don’t 
k ill people.

Consequ ently, we are also forced to agree 
that cars don’t k ill people.

It’s people who have nasty minds. 
So, any way you look at it, people are simply 
too chaotic and will either have to shape u p or 
ship ou t. (The way we look at it, things are 
in terrible disrepair when the au to indu stry, 
the National Rifle Assn. and Fanny Hill are 
all on the same side.) 


THAT AGREED, ONLY one small problem 
remains—namely, who is going to shape u p 
people and mak e order ou t of the chaos that 
is hu man natu re? 
Natu rally, the job cannot be left to politics. 
Politicians, being people, are ju st as chaotic 
as anybody else. President Johnson, for exam- 
pdes, has left the fie d completely rather than 
fu rther the disorder. And Gen. De Gau lle has 
not ondy left bu t has also retu rned. 
In that regard, there i^ no sense in calling 
o n 
professional standards to 
g uide hu man behavior 
toward order. If ou r understa nding of the ar­ 
g ument is correct, illness isn’t ex pensiv e. Doc-

IN OLDER, SIMPLER times, this pro blem 
wou ld have been handed to 
the univ ersities to 
ponder and solve.

Bu t stu dents and policemen do. 
So, as we said, hu man natu re may be in dis­ 
repair. Bu t ju st who is going to pu t it ba ck 
in work ing order is hard to figu re ou t. 
Sooner or later, of cou rse, the problem will 
be tu rned over to science to handle, the theory 
being, that laboratory research has largely re­ 
solved the confu sion of the world by getting 
to the tru e facts. 
Bu t we do not hold ou t mu ch hope for that 
method, either. To ou r way of think ing, science 
may be awfu lly good at mak ing bombs and 
ointments with its facts, bu t it hasn’t done 
mu ch for mak ing order ou t of chaos. 
NOT THAT WE begru dge science its con­ 
qu ests. On fhe contrary, we have 
a great re­ 
spect for facts and k now qu ite a few of them. 
Bu t we cannot see the profit in k nowing how 
to calcu late the area of a circle, the speed ot 
light or the average life expectancy of a child 
born in 1968. Not when you don’t k now what 
you want, where you ’re going or who you are. 
If the NRA and Fanny Hill don’t mind ou r 
saying so , the trou ble with people is that 
they 
kno w a ll o f the answers—bu t they seem to ha v * 
fo rg o tten wha t the questio ns ere. 


Cu stom has decreed in these softer ages that 
changes of government shou ld not be attained 
by armed might, bu t by exchanges of words 
that move men’s minds and hears. The method 
u sed by William the Conqu eror to win the 
throne of England is not practiced so mu ch now 
except in some remote and benighted cou ntries. 
In a word made popu lar by President Kenne­ 
dy bu t which was lifted from a speech by Adlai 
Stevenson, political “dialog” mu st, if effective, 
be sprink led with easily remembered and strik ­ 
ing arrangements of words. 
Su ch phrases and slogans may be the means 
of favorably identifying the one who u ses them 
or they may be u sed as weapons to attack the 
opponent or the opposition. These arrangements 
of words mav not spell ou t the tru th nor need 
they be original. Bu t they mu st seem at the 
moment to be inspired and new. 


THE ARDENT FAITH of poliicians in the 
power of words is shown by the vast su ms they 
are willing to pay for su ch confections At the 
moment, Nelson Rock efeller is spending mil­ 
lions on wordy discou rse in print and over the 
air to win the Repu blican nomination. 
These battalions of words are not designed di­ 
rectly to convince GOP delegates that they 
shou ld abandon Richard Nixon. They are aimed 
at the general pu blic and thu s to affect the 
polls, and throu gh polls change delegates’ 
minds. 
Among the many political book s with which 
pu blishers are flooding the mark et — most of 
which are lik e hou seflies and may only live ou t 
the su mmer — one of them deserves to live be­ 
yond November and be an au thoritative refer­ 
ence in years to come. 
It’s title is “The Langu age of Politics” and 
its au thor, William Safire, has been in and 
arou nd politics qu ite a bit himself. 
The book is a glossary of political slogans 
and catchwords, bu t its valu e goes far be and 
pip--

-*| 
the au thor not only tells the reader of the origin 


of his words, bu t a great deal of the history in 
which the phrases played a part. 
A good example of his treatment concerns th* 
expression “Peace Corps," an idea that became 
a highly popu lar institu tion. 
Credit for the idea has b:en generally given to 
John F. Kennedy, who made it a major propos­ 
al in his campaign for president and, after h* 
attained office, obtained Its au thorization from 
Congress in 1963. 
Bu t Safire points ou t in his book that this con­ 
cept had been sponsored by Sen. Hu bert Hu m­ 
phrey, the rival of both Kennedy brothers, well 
before Mr. Kennedy u sed it in his campaign 
speeches. 
For some years before 1960, Hu mphrey had 
been calling for the recreation of Civilian Con- 
tervation Corps which was lau nched in the 
1930s by Frank lin D. Roosevelt. Finally 
a friend 
of Hu mphrey, Rep. Henry S. Reu ss, after a vis­ 
it to Cambodia in 1957, proposed that there be a 
ttu dy of the idea of the Peace Corps. 
The Hou se au thorized the stu dy bu t Hu m­ 
phrey went beyond 
a mere stu dy. He proposed 
the creation of a Peace Corps in a bill su bmit­ 
ted to the Senate in Ju ne, 1960, which was be­ 
fore Mr. Kennedy had been nominated. 


KENNEDY’S TWO BIOGRAPHERS differ 
abou t the origin of the Peace Corps. Arthu r 
Schlesinger says it came from Hu mphrey bu t 
Theodore Sorensen finds it among 
the Mor­ 
mons. And Gen. James Gavin adds to the con­ 
fu sion by saying that he heard it from a com­ 
mittee of the U.S. Chamber of Commerce. 
This is an excellent example of the mixed pa­ 
ternity of an idea and of the arrangements of 
words u sed to define it. There are hu ndreds of 
other examples in the Safire book . 
The lesson mu st be that while phrase-mak ing 
is a powerfu l factor in the bu siness of politics, 
the history of most famou s slogans reveals a 
long series c f plagiarisms. There is really noth­ 
ing new in politics except the names and the 
dates. 


Disgusrea Cop Cops Out

Lt. Raymond Schreiner was so u nhappy with 
his lot that he resigned after 16 years on the 
Bayonne, N.J., police force. His reason for 
qu itting? “Lack of respect for po'.icemen,” he 
said. 
Trying to enforce the law within a growing 
nu mber of often u nrea istic grou nd ru les also 
played a part in Schreiner's decision. “ Who 
# ver heard af an army having to boy to the 
very people they are being paid to control?”, 
he wanted to k now. 
Police work is abou t the only occu pation, 
aside from the military, that offers little pres­ 
tige, lou sy hou rs, low pay and an occasional 
chance to get one's head blown off. 
Schreiner performed his job for 
16 years 
u nder these conditions. To him, it was all oart 
of being a cop. Bu t 16 years of being consider­ 
ed by some a freeloader at the pu blic trou gh, 
of being called “ flatfoot” and “ fu zz” by jeer­ 
ing you ng pu nk s and of having his intelligence 
and legitimacy qu estioned by dru nk en drivers 
and wife beaters finally became too mu ch. 
Schreiner’s resignation points u p one often 
overlook ed fact—cops are hu man, even as you 
and I. Most are good, some are bad. Most are 
honest, some are crook ed. Some are brave, 
most overcome their fears in moments of perB 
and some are cowards. 
A policeman sees a side of life that the pu b­ 
lic seldom, if ever, sees. He work s in a world 


of child beaters, dru nk s, protitu tes, dope pu sh­ 
ers and mu rderers. On any given day he may 
be called u p to tak e a report from a sobbing 
you ng rape victim, tell a recent bride that her 
you ng hu sband has been k illed in an au to a c­ 
cident, drive the charred body of an infant 
tak en from a bu rned-ou t home to the morgu e 
or walk into a dark alley after an armed man 
who has ju st robbsd the comer grocer of $3. 
Occasionally someone — the pregnant woman 
he ru shes to the hospital, the little old lady he 
helps across the street or the motorist whose 
disabled car he helps to start—says thank s. 
Most, however, tak e his services for granted. 
No one can blame Schreiner for hanging u p 
his badge. The job is demanding and some­ 
times risk y, and the rewards are few. It is to 
be hoped, however, that his action will not 
trigger a trend. Cops, besides being hu man, 
are necessary — especially good ones.

Cbngress has a real problem on its hands In 
the closing months of the session, as disorder w 
the covmtry has become extraordinary The peo 
pie art demanding that something be done. 
Th« most afflu ent and greatest nation in the 
world is in the midst of a moral crisis. Crime 
continu es to rise month after month. Violence !s 
rampant, robberies are frequ ent, and people 
are afraid to go ou t on the streets. 
Police often are not allowed to mak e arrests, 
and the cou rts tend to release criminals on 
technicalities. 
Members of Congress from all over the cou n 
try are becoming more and more concerned 
with the expressions of discontent and dissatis­ 
faction which they are receiving from their con­ 
stitu ents. 


THIS WAS REFLECTED in the passage of 
the anticrime bill. It provides some financial 
assistance to state and local law-enfmc "rnt 
agencies, and contains a watered-dewn provi­ 
sion for gu n control. Bu t mu ch more is n°ded 
At the Senate prayer break fast a few days 
ago, Sen. Frank Carlson of Kansas - who is re­ 
tiring at the end of the cu rrent session after 18 
years in Congress — su mmarized the basic is­ 
su e in these words: 
“Modam Americans have accepted and are 
tolerating conditions never before permitted bv 
any generation of ou r ancestors. . . 
"Never has wild pleasu re or physical aban­ 
donment been considered fitting hu man behav. 
lor as it is today. 
“Never have pu blic officials been so brazen 
and open in seek ing the vote of the people 
throu gh promises of things that are morally 
and spiritu ally wrong. 
“Never have ministers of the gospel tu rned 
their pu lpits and their pastoral du ties toward 
direction of the social order to the near exclu ­ 
sion of the salvation of order as abou nds in ou r 
time.” 
Only this week the American people read of a 
decision of the Su preme Cou rt of the United 
States which relied on technicalities of law in 
disregard of principles of morality. The cou rt 
declared invalid regu lations by the state of Ala­ 
bama denying aid to dependent children when 
mothers “cohabit” with men other 'than their 
hu sbands. 
The state argu ed that the pu rpose of its regu ­ 
lations was to discou rage illicit sexu al relation­ 
ships and Illegitimacy. The ru ling of the na­ 
tion’s highest cou rt seems, however, to condone 
adu ltery and ehcou rage more illegitimacy. 


THERE HAS LONG BEEN criticism that 
some government “welfare” programs were 
having su ch a resu lt. A su bcommittee of the 
Joint Economic Committee of Congress, for in­ 
stance, is cu rrently holding hearings on variou s 
proposals for assistance to the poor. 
At Tu esday's session, Rep. Martha W. Grif 
fiths, D-Mich., sharply criticized a plan of the 
Office of Economic Opportu nity as one that 
wou ld “su bsidize bastardy.” 
This week people read abou t or saw on their 
television screens the cu lmination of the 
poor 
people’s march” on Washington. These “ demon­ 
strators,” in fact, ignored the governing bodies 
in states, cou nties, cities and towns across the 
nation from which they cou ld seek redress and 
relief. 


At the same time, however, people wonder 
why the vast “antipoverty” programs are not 
providing aid to the poor and others who really 
need it. Qu estions have been raised for years as 
to the efficiency of governmental agencies in 
helping the deserving needy. 
The charge is often heard that there is waste 
ru nning into hu ndreds of millions of dollars in 
the handling of “welfare” programs. These crit­ 
icisms are becoming far more pressing now as 
pu blicity is given to the fact that thou sands 
may be su ffering from hu nger or malnu trition. 


AMERICANS HAVE BEEN contribu ting bil­ 
lions of dollars annu ally to private institu tions 
for charitable pu rposes, and they are not 
averse to having their tax money spent for help 
to the needy, particu larly where children are 
concerned. 


Their dissatisfaction today is based on a feel­ 
ing that fu nds intended for assistance to those 
deserving it are being diverted to other *nds. 
The American neople are distu rbed abou t 
what is happening throu ghou t the cou ntry, and 
abou t the failu re of Congress and the execu tive 
departments to deal effectively with these prob­ 
lems. This will be a big issu e in the forthcom­ 
ing campaign.

O EO Denies Money 


Used for Gang Guns 


WASHINGTON I API — The 
federal agency that backed a 
controversial ex periment to re­ 
habilitate a Chicago street gang 
denies charges that program 
money was used to buy guns 
and make the group into a pow­ 
erful criminal organization. 
The Office of Economic Oppor­ 
tunity says there is no proof for 
charges 
made 
by 
a 
former 
member of the gang, "Black- 
stone Rangers," that part of the 
$ 927,000 program was used to 
obtain sawed off shotguns and 
rifles. 
The OEO also said there is no 
truth to the lccusations made 
before a Senate investigation 
subcommittee 
last 
week 
by 
George Rose, a former warlord 
of the Rangers, that the pastor 
of a South Side Chicago church 
knew 
the 
gang 
was 
storing 
weapons in the basement. 
The Rev. John R. Fry, who 
Rose said also allowed the First 
Presbyterian church to be used 
for marijuana parties, issued 
his own denial Sunday and said 
he would seek a contempt of 
Congress citation against Rose. 
The Rev. Fry was to testify 
before the subcommittee today. 
OEO Director Bertrand Hard­ 
ing, in a statement released 
Sunday, took to task those who 
he said accepted Rose’s testimo­ 
ny at face value. 
“ The apparent eagerness of 
some to accept the uncorrobo 
rated statements of a Chicago 
hoodlum, who was never a par­ 
ticipant in the program, raises 
questions about their own credi­ 
bility,” the statement said. 
Rose told the subcommittee 
that gang leaders saw the feder­ 
al grant as a chance to get 
"some easy money’’ and make 
the Rangers into a powerful 
criminal organization. He also 
said the Rev. Fry once relayed 
an order to commit a murder 
against one of the gang’s ene-
